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Continuation of 2. NOTE: The added limitations to independent claim2, wherein a powder now comprises a base core substance with 
hydroxyapatite layer on the surface of said core, and a zinc oxide layer on said hydroxyapatite, was not previously claimed and these 
limitation would require further consideration and another search by the examiner. Therefore, the amendment has not been entered and 
claims 2-14 are rejected for reasons set forth in th previous Office actions, Paper Nos. 4 and 6. 



Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it adds new claim limitations, which were not 
previously searched and/or considered. The newly added claim limitations require an additional search and further consideration to 
determine patentability because the scope of the claims have been changed from a base substance usable as a powder for cosmetics 
with hydroxyapatite coated on the surface (either inside the base powder or outside the base powder), and zinc oxide fixed to the coating 
layer of said hydroxyapatite (not that it is layers on said hydroxyapatite) to a base core substance usable as a powder for cosmetics, a 
hydroxyapatite layer on the surface of said core, and a zinc oxide layer on said hydroxyapatite. Therefore, claims 2-14 are rejected for 
the reasons set forth in Office Actions 4 and 6. 
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
